AWARD OF THE NOBEL PEACE PRIZE. THE CANADIAN GOVERNMENT 
ENDORSES THIS HIGH TRIBUTE TO YOUR EFFORTS IN PURSUIT 
OF LASTING CONDITIONS OF PEACE AND COOPERATION IN VIET-NAM 
AND THROUGHOUT INDOCHINA THAT WERE WIDELY APPRECIATED BY 
PERSONS OF GOODWILL AROUND THE WORLD. I HOPE THAT YOUR 
EFFORTS ON BEHALF OF INTERNATIONAL PEACE AND COOPERATION 
CAN BE EXTENDED TO OTHER TROUBLED PARTS OF THE WORLD SO 
AS TO BRING US CLOSER TO THE FULFILMENT OF THE EARNEST 
AIMS WHICH WE SHARE. END QUOTE.
